(OI29). Some are quite difficult to approach and to land on (steep rocky shores) as 
well as being subject to very strong tidal current (the waters off Eday are in fact the 
chosen location for testing the latest tidal generators, so near-perfect weather 
conditions will be required. I believe most may be first-time activations. This will 
be a 'solo' operation (XYL Veronica having decided discretion was the better part 
of valour!). If successful, I hope to continue activating islands, this season, in a 
more relaxed way, hopefully teaming up with regular 'island buddy' Alex, 
G(M)ODBHRZ, to re-activate some less remote islands, which even some of the high- 
scoring SCOTIA chasers may have missed - I will be doing an analysis of the 
records to determine the 'most wanted'."

2] They may use alternative frequencies depending on QRM, if necessary. 

3] On 6m, 50110 kHz will be used for propagation checking calls. They will move to 50120 
SSB and 50102 CW as soon as activity peeks up. The beacon is breakable. If you hear it, please 
break in and/or advise HF operators. 

4] EME: The frequency will be 50.198 MHz using WSJT-JT65A. T30SIX will transmitt the 
first sequence. Important -- EME operations are not confirmed at this time.
